U. S$. LAUNCHES 21 OIG SHIPS ON MARITIME DAY 


Into the salt water of America’s two oceans, into the 

Gulf of Me into the Great Lakes, slid 21 
big merchant ships and six other craft as the U. 
celebrated National Maritime D; 
the greatest mass launching since World War I. 
seafaring men, this day has traditionally betokened 
the anniversary of a historic spring morning in 1819 
when the sturdy square-rigger Savannah, first vessel 
to cross the Atlantic with aid of steam, paddled out 
of port on her 25-day voyage to Liverpool. But this 
year Maritime Day was freighted with immediate 
national significance. For it marked the attainment 
of the two-ships-a-day crescendo in America's build- 
ing race against Axis destruction. 


Yet the comforting splash of these new thousands 
of desperately needed tons sounded faint against the 
nocturnal thunder of torpedoes exploding along the 
Atlantic seacoast. Night after night the U-boat packs 
struck down their quarry in forays that ever less fre- 
quently reached the columns of the press. On May 29 
it was announced by the Navy that submarine casual- 
ties off Atlantic and Gulf coasts and in the Caribbean 
totaled 233 ships. Forevery two bottoms launched by 
USS. yards last month, the enemy had obliterated one. 

Though current arithmetic looked melancholy, 
Maritime Day’s mass launchings held a promise for 
months to come. In the face of shortages and unpre- 
paredness, the Maritime Commission had increased 


U. S. shipbuilding capacity 500% since war began to. 
loom. By autumn shipyards will be delivering three 
ships a day.

LIFE ON THE NEWSFRONTS OF THE WORLD 


Six Months of War Have Created 
a New Land of Noise and Work 


The U. S. has been at war for six months. 
Half a year provides no great perspective 
from which to survey the biggest struggle of 
modern times. But it offers at least a perch. 
Like mountaineers at the beginning of a long 
climb, we may pause at this first granite 
boulder jutting up out of the timberline, to 
survey the long, confusing valleys that now 
lie below us. 

Of those who have led us to this mountain 
we can say that their policy has been worthy 
of the American people. They have chosen to 
climb. While we were down in the valley of 
isolation there were some who wanted us to 
stay in the valley. They believed in the 
‘They dreaded the terrible ascent, the 
aching limbs and lungs, the risks, the loss of, 
life, the mystery of the future. Our leaders 
and the “loyal opposition” accepted those 
risks. We rejected a future at the mercy of 
Hitler and the Mikado, chose to live as free 
men, as we have always lived, however great 
the struggle. 

But if the policy of our leaders was worthy 
of us, we cannot say the same of the perform- 
ance. As we look back over the misty past we 
cannot flatter ourselves that we have climbed 
very far. The range still rises so far above us 
that we cannot see the top of it. And no one 
in our outfit seems to know what lies beyond. 


Two Wars 


‘The trouble is we are fighting two wars—a 
real war and a kind of Hollywood war. And 
thus far we have only been winning the 
Hollywood war. 

In the real war we suffered a terrible de- 
feat the very first day at Pearl Harbor. In 
the real war we lost Guam and Wake. In the 
real war we met with disaster at Makassar 
Strait, went down to heroic defeat at Bataan, 
Jost Corregidor and General “Skinny” Wai 
wright. It was of the real war that the Japa- 
nese Premier, General Tojo, boasted last week 
to the Japanese Diet. The real war has yielded 
Japan the vast Philippine archipelago, the 
Malay Peninsula and “impregnable” Singa- 
pore, the fabulous isles of the East, Indo- 
China and Burma—tin, oil, jute, gold, zine, 
iron, phosphate, coal, almost all the rubber 
in the world. 

In the real war the Germans have also 
made progress during this half-year—less 
than the Japs but still substantial. They have 
been unable to crack the Russian defense. 
But so long as Kharkov stands it can be said 
that they have not yielded any of the great 
bastions of the German line. In Libya last 
winter they decimated American tanks, re- 
pulsed and dispersed the advancing British. 
Last week they were driving toward Egypt 
again, close to the troubled ruins of Tobruk.

Detroit, with one of the tough- 
est warwork transportation problems in the 
nation, took up plans for staggering school 
hours and even shopping hours. Everywhere 
civie transportation schedules were revised, 
old equipment trundled out. 

But those who have been through gas ra- 
tioning in the East know that voluntary re- 
striction is just another idea for a Hollywood 
war. You might as well try to raise a mode-n 
army on voluntary enlistments. Such a basis 
can never be fair. The people of Cleveland, 
blessed with good local leadership, are now 
saving rubber which the people of Chicago 
are squandering. Los Angeles, sprawled out 
over its vesty acres, can never hope to cut 
tire consumption equitably, except by regu- 
lation. Knowing this, Los Angelenos are still 
driving to the beaches in droves on Sundays. 


Land of Noise and Work 


So, if the horizons of the U. S. were bound- 
ed by Washington, progress in the real war 
would seem small. But the U. S. has alway: 
been bigger than its Government. And it is 
much bigger today than Washington has 
guessed. In the ix months a strange and 
wonderful transformation has come over the 
land. It is no longer the disconsolate land. It 
has become a land of struggle and noise and 
work. Railroads groan with traffic, hotels 
spill over, telephone trunk lines are jammed 
from coast to coast. The ruddy open-hearths 
of Pittsburgh are as hectic as in the rash com- 
petitive days of Captain Bill Jones. Down 
to the shipyards flow the steel plates, the 
beams, the rivets, the copper tubing, the wire, 
the sensitive instruments, the gigantic tur- 
bines. From the shops of Vermont and Con- 
necticut dinosaurian machines are shipped 


out to the industrial jungles of Detroit. Some 
regions of the country are changed beyond. 
recognition.

down thestreetto Red Cross headquarters. There I decided that Nurses’ 
Aide was the answer to my desire for immediate, helpful service. I 
tucked my fears of pills and doctors behind me and signed an applica- 
tion, 

Later I learned that of the 29 women enrolled in the class, our in- 
structor, tall, charming Mrs, James H. Bullard, held less hope for me 
than for anyone else, At 22. was the youngest in the class, with the 
average age about 35. What with children and husbands, 27 of the 
group had had some home nursing experience. I had none. Conse- 
quently, it meant more to me than a finishing-school diploma to 
have Mrs, Bullard take me aside recently and ask me to consider 
seriously regular nurses’ training. 

With pencils and notebooks the 29 of us filed into an empty class- 
room in the San Mateo high school. Mrs. Bullard, after introducing 
herself, introduced us to ‘*Victoria’’ and "Mrs, Chase," two dum- 
mies who later took a terrific beating in our inexperienced hands. 
Victoria, a large washable doll, was called Victor if need be. Mrs. 
Chase was a rag-scuffed figure with a stocking face, and at times 
passed as Mr. Chase. Victoria (or Victor) and Mrs. Chase (or Mr. 
Chase) did a good job, We made them honorary aides at the end of 
the course. 

“A nurses’ aide," began Mrs, Bullard, ‘‘never assumes independ- 
ent nursing responsibilities and always works under the supervision 
of a graduate nurse.” Thus, with that fundamental rule, we began 
our preliminary three-week course, two hours a day, five days a week. 

We pinned diapers on Victoria, learned to clean ears on Victor, We 
gave alcohol rubs to Mrs. Chase and made Mr. Chase comfortable in 
bed. A patient's confidence, we learned, depends upon the treatment 
he receives when he’s admitted and how considerate nurses are of his 
family and relatives. We kept Mr. Chase from worrying about his 
condition, his finances, his lack of privacy, and about what was to 
happen to him in the operating room. 


What every aide must know 


From my notebook I recall a thousand and one items. For neater 
appearance, the open end of the pillow slip is placed away from the 
corridor door. Sheets for an operation bed, which is prepared for the 
patient returning from surgery, are not tucked in at the feet; the bed 
has no pillows and is usually kept warm with hot-water bottles un- 
til the patient arrives. Each patient has an emesis basin, cleansing 
tissues, comb and brush, toothbrush, and a water glass in a cabinet 
by his bed. The bedpan is kept in the patient's locker or in the utility 
closet. The aide must be punctual in answering the patient's bell and 
cheerful in complying with his requests. “Doughnuts” are inflated 
rubber pads to relieve pressure on back, heels or elbows, and to avoid 
bed sores. A Kelly pad is a rubber pad placed under the patient's 
head when giving him ashampoo. A hot-water bottle is filled a third 
full to put on the abdomen and half filled when used to heat the bed.

Long-suffering Mrs. Chase was fine for back-rubbing and for mak- 
ing comfortable in bed, but her absorbent figure was unsuited for a 
bed bath. The class needed the human touch. We chose partners. One 
of the pair was to be the patient while the other did the bathing. A 
bed bath, we soon discovered, is a tricky thing to give. The windows 
of the room must be closed and the temperature must be around 75°. 
The following equipment must be stacked by the patient: clean bed 
linen, bath blanker, towels, wash cloth, pitcher of hot water, basin, 
pail, soap, toothbrush, glass of cool water, nail file, talcum pow- 
der, alcohol and a paper bag. While giving a bath the aide must ob- 
serve for “lice, lumps or sores.”” And above all—be tactful. 

And then, one morning: “’Aides, the past three weeks have given 
you a fine stare,”’ said Mrs. Bullard. “Monday you begin supervised 
practice in a hospical.”" 

We had been given the choice of two local institutions: the Mills 
Memorial Hospital, a private institution, or the San Mateo Com- 
munity Hospital, which is county-supported. I chose the latter. 
Because I was unmarried it was suggested, much to my relief, that 
I begin in the children’s ward. 

Monday was a hectic red-letter day. We were to report to the hos- 
pital at 6:45 a.m. To be on the safe side I sct the alarm clock that 
first day for 5:30 a.m. Fortified with hor coffee which had been left in 
a thermos jug in the pantry, I climbed into my new uniform—blue 
cotton pinafore worn over a regulation white blouse, plainly tailored, 
with OCD emblem on left sleeve. We had voted against white stoc! 
ings. Later, after completing our 45 hours of supervised practice, we 
would receive our nurses’ aide pin and a cap with OCD insigne. 

Dressed, and with an hour to spare, I pored frantically over my 
course notes. A hundred questions were in my mind. Would I be 
discreet in giving a bath, would I drop a meal tray, would the pa- 
tient know it was my first day and would I forget to shake the 
thermometer before taking a temperacure? 


Shake well before using 


My day was devoid of mishaps with one exception—I did forget 
to shake the thermometer. I had interrupted a two-person spelling 
bee and slipped the thermometer in the mouth of one of the young- 
sters. Instructions were to leave it there from two to five minutes. 
I made an exact compromise of three and a half minutes. Good Lord! 
The child had a fever of 105°, I dashed from the room to find a nurse. 
She calmly accepted my excited report, asked me if I had shaken the 
mercury into the bulb before putting it in the child’s mouth. I sheep~ 

ishly admitted I hadn't. 
The children were precious. It was on my third day while-making

a bed that I received my first and only hospital proposal. The 7-year- 
old who had introduced me to the ward whispered in my ear, “Will 
you marry me when I grow up?"' I assured him that I would and 
sent him scooting back to bed. Rachael, a 4-year-old Mexican girl 
who came to the ward the same day that I did, could speak no 
English. By the end of the week I had taught her “nurse,” "bath," 
“food” and "play." Many of the children came from pitifully poor 
families. One child, with a broken arm, came to the hospital wear- 
ing the only clothes he possessed. He had to stay in bed for two days 
while his shirt and pants were laundered. The wardrobes of my 
small niece and nephew produced four complete outfits. To 18- 
month-old Vivian, a handsome, black-eyed Mexican child, went a 
Swiss lace bonnet with white and yellow ribbons. For five days and 
nights she wore it before anyone could persuade her to take it off. 


Bed baths in the wards 


After a week with the children I received word that I was to 
transfer to the men’s and women's medical wards. I needed two more 
weeks of practice before I could qualify for pin and cap with emblem, 
and the head nurse said I should get diversified experience. Again I 
frantically reviewed my notebook and made a list of four questions 
to ask of my sister aides who had worked the past week with adults. 
Do you call for help when a person faints? Do you always use the 
cotton bath blanket when giving a bath? How do you clean false 
teeth? Is a complete change of bedding necessary cach day? 

The firse chore in the men’s and women’s wards, luckily, was a 
task had down pat—a bed bath. The frail 85-year-old grandmother, 
my patient, protested that I was being too rough. (I know I couldn't 
have treated a kitten more gently than I did her.) When the bath 
was over, hair combed and teeth cleaned, she smiled and said that 
all in all ic was the best hospital bath she had had to date. The next 
patient on the slip given me by the head nurse was another bed 
bather—a begrimed young laborer who had suffered a fractured arm 
a few hours earlier. He was shy and greatly embarrassed. As my 
dirtiest patient up to that time, he was nearly the victim of a drown- 
ing, since I used so much soap and water on the poor man. He was 
very nice about it though, which somehow reminded me of the uni- 
versal belief in the nursing profession that men are always easier to 
care for than women. His good humor also made me more determined 
than ever to do my work efficiently and well. 

Now that I've had more experience, those early fears and uncer- 
tainties seem silly and I feel quite familiar with the daily work at 
the hospital. Doctors, hospitals and medicine have jumped from 
obscurity to great prominence in my life. I've worked off the re- 
quired minimum of 150 post-training hours and, although it’s hard 
work, it satisfies the desire to help in the war effort. We all realize 
that these are times when everyone must pitch in and do his share, 
and it’s good to feel that you're accomplishing something useful.

THE AUSTRALIANS 


y setting up headquarters in Melbourne, General 

Douglas MacArthur not only accepted a military 
situation with the heaviest odds against him, but also 
accepted the continent of Australia, a territory as large 
as the United States, with a population about that of 
New York Cie 

Whatever MacArthur wants Australia to do, it will 
do eventually. It will take some time, despite the near- 
ness of the Japanese and the impatience of the Ameri- 
can general to stop them. The Australian is tolerably 
eager to cooperate in a war requiring unnatural speed, 
foresight, sacrifice and monumental tasks. Now he is 
just beginning to learn how and he is doing it while 
going through the greatest mental revolution in his 
history. 

During the past year or so it has been my lot to see 
much of the Australians, I have seen them in Libya, in 
Malaya, in Java. And I have seen them in their native 
land. I like them. Buc I find it difficult to weigh them 
in the scales of destiny. It’s always dangerous to gen- 
eralize about a whole people. So I find the best way to 
describe these people, who have become such close 
partners of the U. S., is in the form of random observa- 
tions made in the heat of action and at close range. 

The Australian loathes rushing about. His constant 
retort is: “What's the hurry? The day's a pup.” He is 


ready to give his life for the defense of the country, but 
to ask him to give up his leisure is going a bit too far 
as yet. 

Horse racing, beer drinking and lolling in the sun are 
just as typical of Australia as rabbits, kangaroos, 
boomerangs and Gary Cooperish sheepherders. Legend 
says that the first words of an Australian boy are not 
“Mamma” but “Ibert.” An Australian will bet on any- 
thing. Bue especially, invariably and constantly he 
bets on horse races. 

In late November, a Japanese freighter threw off the 
lines and started casing out of Sydney harbor. A squat, 
toothy officer on the bridge shouted ominously to an 
Australian on the dock: 

“We'll be back!” 

“And we'll be waiting for you,” 
husky, smiling Australian. 

“Oh, no you won't,"’ the Japanese officer retorted. 
“We'll come on a weekend and you'll be at the races."" 

That Japanese officer knew the Australians. Business 
men in Melbourne and Sydney began pre-war week- 
ends on Friday and ended them on Tuesday. On rac- 
ing days to discuss anything but horses is a waste of 
time. Somewhere, almost every day, the horses run. 
Ic is typical of Australia that jockeys are rated higher 
than scientists.

Next to racing, Australians like their liquor. An 
Australian can and does drink up to 20 bottles of beer 
a day. He talks about drinking when not doing it. In 
the Western Desert of Egypt you could follow the 
Aussies by the trail of beer bottles they left behind 

‘Among current newspaper headlines you can find 
“Beer Orgies Call For Prime Minister's Intervention.”” 
One politician said to me: “This country lives in a 
state of constant hangover.” 

Prime Minister John Curtin summed up the matter 
in February. As Singapore fell, he cried out: ‘I tell 
this nation that as things stand today brains and 
brawn are better than even bets or beer. . . .”” 

Australians may agree with that in principle. Bue 
putting it into practice involves a transformation of 
character too complicated to be accomplished over- 
night. 

Australians are more forthright than the English, 
though not quite so forthright as Americans. They ex- 
pend great energy at something they like doing. They 
like fighting. As soldiers, they are superb. The first im- 
portant appearance of Australians on the world scene 
was as soldiers at Gallipoli. Ic is now their sacred obli- 
gation in battle never to be less courageous than the 
heroes of Gallipoli. 

‘Australian troops are careless in their dress and give

a sloppy salute or no salute at all. In camp most of 
them appear to be immune to discipline, At Johore I 
mentioned the indifferent manner of the Australian 
soldier to Major General Henry Gordon Bennett, com- 
mander of the A. I. F. in Malaya. “What counts,”” he 
said, “is the way a man fights. And we Australians 
are damned good fighters.” 

The Australians love sports and excel in tennis, 
swimming and cricket. Before the war many English- 
men thought of Australia only as the place which pro- 
duced great cricket players. Yet their love of sports is 
not always confined to formal contests. Three men, or 
a “basher gang,” will attack one man in a street brawl, 
knock him down and jump on him. That “give-'im- 
the-works” spirit helps to make the Australian a good 
soldier. 

Europe has 130 people to the square mile, the U. $. 
has 44, Africa has eleven, Australia, less than three. But 
the majority of Australia’s square miles are deserted. In 
two cities alone, Melbourne and Sydney, live more than 
one-third of all Australians. But it is from Australia’s 
wide-open spaces, the sheep stations and the cattle sta~ 
tions, that come, every Australian insists, the ‘‘real’” 
Australians of rugged physique, clear eyes and high 
courage. The majority of the Aussies I encountered in 
Egypt, Syria and Malaya were from the sheep and

cattle stations. They were Australia's best in training, equipment 
and high purpose. 

The Australian of the city loves to talk endlessly; the men on the 
sheep stations and in the bush are more taciturn. The Aussie speaks 
in a monotone, harsh to strange cars, without vibrancy or dynamism, 
His complete friendliness helps to case the monotony of his voice and 
a gravel-grinding accent that lacks even the charm of cockney. 

Australians dislike foreigners in general. Their servant problem ex- 
ists chiefly because servants have never been available, In a country 
so belligerently democratic, it is natural for a waiter to carry a 
grudge against the world simply because he is a waiter. The Aus- 
tralian considers himself not your equal but twice as good as you 
are. This usually expresses itself in belligerency, partly due to his 
pugnacious determination to be independent, An individualist, 
he is nonetheless a great imitator of American ways, Stubborn un- 
der peremptory orders, he is cooperative and coordinated when ca- 
joled 

From his concealed inferiority feeling springs an inordinate un- 
balanced pride in his country. He boasts endlessly about its superi- 
ority without knowing very much about its trees, terrain, birds and 
potentialities. The commonest exception to this rule is an admission

that Australia is not prepared to defend itself against the Japanese 
for industrial reasons which any Australian eagerly explains in de- 
tail. In actual fact, Australia’s industrial preparedness is a glowing 
tribute co democracy’s foresight. 

The Australian's unbalanced judgment of his country may stem 
from his feeling that Australia was started as a rubbish heap of 717 
English convicts and undesirables in eleven ships in 1788. He ignores 
the fact that many of those convicts were the liberals, fighters and 
forward-lookers of their day. And, if all those convicts could be 
classed as criminals and if criminality is inherited, the Australian 
forgets that only 1% of the present inhabitants bear the family names 
of the convicts.

Of all people in the world, none is superior to the Australian in 
hospitality and heroism. American boys in Australia are finding a 
people with many similarities to their next-door neighbors at home. 
Like us, they have great friendliness but object strongly to being 
pushed around. They like crude jokes. At the movies Australians 
laugh at the same slapstick as Americans, and just as quickly. 

Australians stop American troops on the street, to seize their 
hands and pump them in unservile gratitude. Dozens of times a day 
in every restaurant in every town Australians troop to the tables of 
Americans and, with choking voices, say: "I just want you to know 
how happy we are to have you here.” 

They are overjoyed not only because the presence of Americans 
gives their country a chance for survival but because they are gen- 
uinely fond of us. Hundreds of Australians cach made these same 
points about American troops: 

They are “‘very handsome.” They are more courtcous than the 
Australians. They are intelligent and well-mannered. The only criti- 
cism heard came from those who complained that Australian gitls 
were ignoring Australian boys to go out with Americans. There are, 
of course, some drinking fights and scraps because of too-ready 
tongues. Sparks are ignited when American boys say to Australians: 
“All right, buddy, we're here now. You can go back to your peace- 
time job!" Or when Australians say to American sailors: “Here are 
some more refugees from Pearl Harbor.” Naturally, those are fight- 
ing words. But in general the comradeship between Australian and 
American fighting men in this war is closer than that between any 
other two allies on either side. 


American dynamism v. English stodginess 


The affinity of Australians for Americans is bred into the country. 
‘Australia’s constitution is copied from ours. Parliament consists of 
a House and Senate. Canberra and its Federal Territory imitate Wash- 
ington and the District of Columbia. Australians, too, are strong on 
States rights and reluctant to expand Federal power. 

‘America represents dynamism to the Australian. England repre- 
sents stodginess. Virtually every change noticeable in Australia is 
away from stodginess. With the exception of the Sydney Morning 
Herald, nicknamed “Granny,” Australian newspapers follow Ameri- 
can methods. More American columns than English are printed. The 
radio, heavily loaded with lengthy commercial announcements, is 
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determined to be as unlike the BBC as possible. Stores in Sydney and 
Melbourne are patterned after American shops 

Each Australian town has a personality of its own—much more so 
than American towns. Brisbane, perched on the edge of the vast bush 
country as big as Germany, Italy, Spain and France combined, is a 
swashbuckling place, rougher and readier than other Australian cit- 
ies. Cloncurry, in east-central Australia, is a replica of our own 
Wild West of 80 years ago. Only one thing is missing—cowboys thun- 
dering down the middle of the strect, guns blazing 

American troops in Australia are amazed at the unbridled expres- 
sions of antipathy for England out of Australian mouths and in their 
newspapers. Criticism of the mother country is no novelty to the 
Australian, But never was condemnation of England so real, wide- 
spread and bitter. 


After Singapore, England was castigated 


The debacle of Singapore gave the Australians a fine springboard 

for attacks on England. Anger had long been there, awaiting a great 
issue for release. Singapore provided it. At once everyone wallowed 
in the luxury of castigating England. In effect, Australia felt itself in 
the same position as any subject people, crown colony, dominion or 
minor ally. In return for loyalty, money, manpower, production and 
sentiment the recipient gives protection that may be needed some 
day, When the protector fails in his obligation, loyalty and all other 
ties are severely strained. They were badly bent by Singapore—per- 
haps, Australians believe, in a permanent direction. 
The American soldier will find some explanation of Australia’s 
citude toward England in religion. Though about 97% of Australians 
are of British stock, 22% of them are descendants of Irish immi- 
grants who came out in 1849. They are Catholic, with remnants of 
the traditional sentiment of Eire toward the English. In the former 
government of Menzies, every member was non-Catholic except one. 
The government of Prime Minister Curtin is largely composed of Cath- 
olics. 

Some of Australia’s politicians are professional Anglophobes. This 
of course is a vote-getting device not confined to Australia but it is 
especially effective there ans can scream that Australia was 
being ignored in London's direction of che war “’while we send the 
cream of our manhood to the Middle East."* 

All this does not mean that Australia is ready to cut her cord to 
England, Superficially, there is considerable sentiment for a break- 
away from England and there is some talk of an “‘attachment’’ to 
the U.S. Actually, such talk now is the emotional distillation of 
bitterness, disillusionment and a certain fear. Since almost every 
Australian is indulging in condemnation of England and is now 
surrounded with Americans, the swing from one toward the other 
may figure in the post-war readjustment of the world. Certainly, by 
speech, deed and marriage Americans already are placing a heavy im- 
princon Australia,

Politics in Australia affords a distasteful spectacle of small men, 
more clumsy than venal, grinding small axes. Scores of Australians 
have told me that if voting were not compulsory, 75% of the people 
would not vote.

Australia has six State governments, all of which are remarkably in- 
dependent of the Federal Government. A Canberra crackdown may be 
just a squeak across the desert by the time the premiers of the various 
States care to hear it. The Commonwealth Government is popularly 
known as “The Flying Circus"” because intercity jealousy requires that 
Cabinet and Parliament meet alternately in Sydney, Melbourne and 
Canberra. The Australian Government—ministers, secretaries, corre- 
spondence files, bulging briefcases and reporters—thus spends much of 
its energy and time on sleepers and planes traveling from one city to 
the other. 

Wichin the limitations of his own abilities, the material at hand 
and the debilitating forces which eat at his policies, objective esti~ 
mates must credit Prime Minister Curtin with doing a noble job. The 
limitations are considerable. 

Prime Minister Curtin and his Labor Government came into power 
on Oct. 7 on a social issue involving the budget. They were promptly 
saddled with the actual defense of the country. 

As the Japanese moved southward, the commonest remark of the 
Australian in the street was: “What we need is someone to tell us 
what to do.” 

Curtin, one-time laborer, honestly and earnestly wrestled with a 
tremendous emergency that taxed heavily his experience and vision. 
As the titular head of the Labor Party, he wanted to hold his party 
together. The club was needed but Curtin wouldn’t or couldn't swing 
it. Australians shook their heads and cries for leadership grew 
stronger. 

Curtin searched his soul for the spirit to translate his recogni- 
tion of dire danger into real accomplishment. He issued his “Brains 
and Brawn instead of Bets and Beer" statement and told intimates, 
“T'm either a man or a mouse and if I'm a mouse they can throw me 
out of office."” 

In mid-February he ordered total mobilization of manpower and 
resources. This, it was explained, meant that anyone in Australia 
who is anything or has anything could be compelled to do what 
the Government orders. Curtin intimated he wasn't going to explain 
anything. His view was that any explanation provides loopholes and 
that an Australian will jump through any loophole as soon as he 
finds i. 


MacArthur and the offensive spirit 


Curtin and his ministers spoke of “the offensive spirit in our new 
military conceptions." Actually, the revamping of strategy into 
reasonable offensive terms was only getting under way a week before 
MacArthur arrived from Corregidor, when the Japanese were bomb- 
ing the Australian mainland. 

A fair estimate this spring would have been that 50% of the man- 
power, resources, brains, energy and desires of the people to help 
were mobilized 

I sat in the House of Representatives in the capital at Canberra 
listening to a debate a few days after Darwin was bombed for the 
first time. Throughout the afternoon, the strongest impression was

that the Japanese were a million miles away and would never ven- 
ture one inch nearer. 

The Sydney Daily Telegraph said about that session: “They estab- 
lished an all-time Federation record for disgraceful behavior . . . 
parroted stupid, childish questions. They postured and semaphored. 
They made a cockshy of democracy and transformed Australia’s 
blackest crisis into a salesmen’s convention,” 

Apathy and unreality, however, come naturally to the Australian. 
Like the people of other democracies, they “blindly accepted the in- 
heritance of freedom and abundance,"” Some hope so strongly, as the 
British did at Singapore, that they conclude they won't be bothered. 
That is why Tokyo propaganda broadcasts emit smoothing state- 
ments that Japan has no wish to attack Australia and wishes only 
for rich trade to the mutual profit of the two countries. 


Politics and taxes 


One incident can serve to show Curtin’s ability to recognize a 
danger to his country greater than the danger to his party and his 
own authority, Early in April he issued a statement that ‘‘military 
matters are for military men,"’ In other words, for MacArthur. And 
in time of war, anything that happens inside a country can be con- 
strued as a military matter. : 

Robert Gordon Menzies, Curtin’s predecessor as prime minister, an 
able, intelligent man who rubs many Australians the wrong way, 
complained to me that Curtin was not using the best brains simply 
because they were in the Opposition Party. Absence of first-rate 
political leadership also is expressed in the financing of the war. 
The total of individual incomes is approximately 825,000,000 Aus- 
tralian pounds and 560,000,000 of that represents incomes of eight 
pounds or less a week. Critics of the Labor Government say that 
vast spending power in the lower income brackets is not being tapped 
sufficiently, not only to finance the war but also to draw off sudden 
and excessive purchasing power. The Australian worker is reason- 
ably willing to pay more taxes, and compulsory loans to Govern- 
ment would not cause any great protests. 

In the higher income brackets, taxation is severe. For instance, in 
New South Wales if a man has a net income of £2,500 ($8,000) after 
taxation and wanted to increase that income by £1,000, he would 
need to earn an additional gross income of £39,000.

Although Australia sent troops to the Middle East and to Malaya, 
its real change-over from defense to offense came when the Japanese 
were at Australia’s shore and dropping bombs on its soil. The Curtin 
government was pledged to support the constitutional provision 
that members of the conscripted Home Guard should not be sent be- 
yond the borders of the country. So while Australians called for the 
United Nations to be more aggressive, to carry the war to the enemy, 
the Australian policy was purely defensive. Discussion whether Aus- 
tralia should or should not send troops to Java was academic. The 
bulk of the volunteer A. I. F. already was outside the country. The 
Home Guard, as a whole, was not well trained and lacked sufficient 


equipment to make it an effective fighting force.

As one of the high-ranking Australian generals expressed it to 

¢: “There's no point in sending men to Java unless you can send 
effective troops.”” 

Even after Darwin was bombed, a man prominent in labor affairs 
said the most pressing problem of the day was limitation of profits 
and betterment of workers’ conditions. Until the day I left Australia, 
some unions were still opposing the increased use of women in cer 
tain industries to replace men needed in vital industries or for mili- 
tary service. 

An American correspondent arrived in Melbourne in early March 
and included in a story a passing remark that many Australians were 
still on a five-day week, while the Japs were fighting seven days a 
week. The press censor in Melbourne made no objection to the item 
but said he couldn't understand why the correspondent mentioned 
it, The correspondent explained. The censor admitted it had never 
occurred to him there was anything wrong with working five days 
a week with the enemy at his country’s borders 

In Melbourne, because of the emergency, the annual dockside 
workers’ picnic was cancelled, Nevertheless, the wharfies took the 
day off. National Security regulations were invoked to compel the 
men to work. They ignored the order, and the Waterside Workers 
Federation members went on their annual picnic. 

A ship was tied up next to the freighter on which I sailed from 
Australia. That ship was carrying war materials to the Middle East. 
It took a month to load. An engincer conservatively estimated the 
loading as a five-day job. 

Another ship brought special timber from the U. $. Timber is ex- 
cellent cargo to handle and pays dockworkers extra, But they refused 
to unload it during the day and would only work at night in order 
to get overtime pay. 

An American ship came into Darwin with supplies for our forces 
and for the Australians. The need was great; even greater was the 
need for bottoms. The ordinary time for unloading the ship was 
eight days. At Darwin, it took eight weeks to unload that ship. 
The Australian dockmen fumbled, fussed and at the slightest provo- 
cation or no provocation at all, went fishing. 


“Sergeant, take care of that gate” 


An American ship arrived at Melbourne with Kittyhawk fight- 
ers. The need for aircraft in Australia was intense. Dockworkers un- 
loaded two of the crated machines in one day. The American colonel 
said: “We've got to get these machines away fast! We'll unload 
them ourselves 

The dockworkers’ foreman said: “‘Impossible!"” That was union 
work and “we will unload the ships as usual." The colonel ignored 
the admonition and all the Kittyhawks were on the dock in ten hours. 

Then it was discovered that the gate from the dock to the street 
was too narrow to get the crates through. The dock foreman readily 
agreed to remove the gate. 

“Let's see now,” he mused, “‘we can have the gate down in three 
days. No, it will be four days. There's a holiday in there." 

The colonel snorted, “Hey, sergeant! Get in a jeep and take care 
of that gate!’” The gate went down and the planes went through to 
their base at once. 


On the day Java fell to the Japanese, nine coal mines were on strike 
in Australia, Since the start of the war not a day has passed that an 
estimated 500 to 1,000 coal miners have not been idle because of in- 
dustrial disputes. That is important in a country that produces only 
12,000,000 tons of coal annually. 

Union officials point out that coal production is the highest it has 
ever been, despite strikes. Bue a government official described the 
coal strikes as ‘evidence of a curious want of proportion in the minds 
of workers.”” 

The coal miners, whatever the merits of individual disputes, have 
their case. Ir was explained to me by an official who would not be 
expected to have much sympathy for labor. He said: 

“All their lives these men have been thinking of and fighting for 
better hours, wages and conditions. You can’t expect them overnight 
to forget all about that lifelong struggle and mental concentration 
on one objective and think only of another objective—winning the 
war." 

But while the spirie of sacrifice is by no means 100% in Australia, 
it was the cooperation of the trade unions that helped Australia 
achieve one of the greatest industrial revolutions of the zoth Cen- 
tury, exceeded only by Japan's conversion to industry. In two years, 
starting virtually from scratch, Australia began turning out guns, 
shells, airplanes, tanks and technical equipment. It is a tribute to 
the workers and their leaders that trade unions have done as much 
as they have. 

Australians now feel strongly their deficiencies. Their country was 
not planned for war. Its industries are concentrated at “"bombable™ 
Melbourne, Sydney and New Castle on the coast. Its industrialists 
have no Urals prepared for evacuation, and you can’t evacuate 
120,000,000 sheep out of enemy hands, and “scorching” them means 
killing them. 

Now, at last, airdromes are being built. Australia’s 28,000 miles 
of railway, her 135,000 miles of roads are being extended to make 
Australia the humming, powerful base for the United Nations in the 
Southwest Pacific,

Australian troops in Malaya showed great ability in adapting 
themselves to Japanese guile and jungle warfare. They didn’t have 
much time for that change-over. Yet overnight, they became skilful, 
skulking, hardy jungle tricksters. The alternative was a Japanese 
bullet between the eyes. 

The Australians in Australia—military chiefs, politicians, sol- 
diers and civilians—have the same problem and the same choice. It 
is to upset suddenly, unselfishly, overwhelmingly, many 150-year-old 
traditions, concepts and attitudes. All democracies have had that 
same problem. And Australia is a democracy to its fingertips. 

Prime Minister Curtin recognizes Australia’s precarious perch on 
the brink of suicide or salvation, His Labor Government, too, recog- 
nizes the Party's rare opportunity to leave a permanent impression 
on Australian statecraft, perhaps even to give Australia a permanent 
Labor Government, which Billy Hughes failed to do with his Labor 
Government during the lase war. 

The Australian man-in-che-street clings desperately to his “leisure 
as usual."" But he also has in his heart what people of too many 
countries have not had. The Australian is willing to have on his 
tombstone: “He Died for Freedom.”*
